Fill 
a small bread pan with nicely sea- 
soned chopped meat and cover the top 
with mashed potato, brush with an 
egg and bake. Another way, using 
more potato, line the dish -with the 
potato an inch thick, bottom and sides, 
then fill In the meat and cover with 
potato. If the dish is well greased it- 
will turn out in a fine loaf, which may 
be garnished with parsley and served 
cut in slices. 


Potata and Nut Croquettes.—Take 


two cupfuls of cold mashed potato, 
one-fourth of a cupful of bread crumbs, 
one-fourth of a cup of cjeam, one-half 
cupful of nut meats and the yolk of 
an egg. 
Cook together the crumbs 


and cream, then add egg and blend 
with the nuts and potatoes- season 
and form into croquettes; fry as usual. 


Potato Puree.—Take a, cupful of 


mashed potato, a quart of milk, a 
tabl'spoonfnl of chopped onion, or the 
onion may he scraped, a teaspoonful 
of celery, two teaspoonfuls of salt, 
cayenne pepper to taste, two table- 
spoonfuls each of'Hoar and butter. 
Arid the milk to the potato and stir 
"r.ti! smooth. The aiSlk should be, 
scalded with -the onion and ceJ^ry: 
strain this mixture into a doable boil- 
er and add two tablespconfuls each

Occasionally, says Mr. Weeks, we in- 


vitwl him to dinner, nnd the piece de 
rpsislance was a wicklus JI!K. which in 
those days we could buy for a shilling's 
worth of cloth or lieads. Altboupb his 
house was 4tV> yards away, he al- 
ways came In his state hammock, car- 
ried by six of his headmen. Fortunate- 
ly the headmen were stronK anil In the 
prime of life: otherwise the king's 
weight would bare taxed them too 
much. 


The hammock wn« of native cotton, 


^•rown, dyed and woven in a neighbor- 
ins vlUnce. H was covered with red 
cloth ftdorned with tassels and tells, 
and a canopy was arranged to shield 
the rider from the sun. As thj*e were 
no clocks in the pa luce, we askrd our 
puest to come nt sunset, nnd no sooner 
was the sun below the horizon than we 
henrd the shouts of the people n* thny 
accompanied the king's hammock to 
the stutlnn. 


A,« lie cot nearer we could henr the 


tinklliiK of the ferret bells on the ham- 
mock, the hurried, heavy breathing of 
the hammock carriers nnd their short, 
sharp sentences of direction to one an- 
other. They were urn at all snrrv to 
lower the hnmmock nt our door, where 
we stood ready to receive and welcome 
him, who. nlthoiiidi black, had cnme In 
the most kindly manner be knew and 
was certnlaly very dipiified in most of . 
bis v.-.'iys mill words.
